IV. Fourthly, As to! the Time' When, 'To. this I anſwer, "Tis When 
they have come to their Journeys End, When: they have Finiſhed thay 
Courſe and Teſtimony : When:they have Acted that Part, and Publiſh- 
ed thoſe Truths Heaven has appointed theny/ to Publiſh ; When the A- 
207 Or Guardian State: of '1260 Years are Ended ; When the Church is 
come to .her adult State, -When ſhe: is -grown a Woman, or come Ad 
| Menſuram Stature Chriſti adulti : This 1s called the Fulneſs of Time :

As to the Calculation of Numbers and 
Figures, 'tis a Barren Study, -and may/miſguide us, but Reaſon and Sub- 
ſtance never can. Yet in relation to this, the Year. of the Witneſſes 
Death being fixed (as hereafter) will-eaftly fix all the Reſt. |

V. Fifthly, By Whom they are Slain, | They are not. ſlain by a Foreign 
Enemy or Nation, they are not ſlain, (I:{peak of this laſt Special and 
Particplar/Death) by the Pagan or Papal Power, as ſome have unadvi- 
ſedly-affirmed : For, though theſe may rejoice at their Death, and in 
other. Caſes be Criminal enough ; yet to give them their due, they 
have no hand in this Lat Tragedy. It needs no Proof that; the Pagan 
.and Papal Powers are: repreſented. by the Beaſts that riſe out of the Sea 
and Earth ; but-?tis plaia; that: neither of theſe Beaſts are concerned ; 
For the Text :is expreſs to-the; Contrary, That rhe.Beaft which riſes 
out:of the Bottamleſs: Pit, (viz. Wickedneſis in general, or Satan) ſhall 
make W.4 R with Them, OFERCOME Them, and SLAY Them, Now 
{iace-thete Three Beaſts have [Three diſtin&t Charatters,. ſure none will 
confound them,- and mike them! all.one/ ang the ſame. Not to;mince 
any further-\the Matter; the Ixoth-is; i We, their Friends. and Conntry- 
men,: have ſhin;them:: © The-Reaſon is, 'Chriſt-, was ſlain by. Fg Own 
T ountry- 
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Countrymen and Friends. He had his Wounds: froni/the Hands of his 
- Friends, and from thoſe of his Own Houſe. Thus with Zeal, *whitſt 

the Jews wait for, and Expect their SAVIOUR; and the Chriſtians 
their Two Witneſſes; The Firft, when He.came flew the Fir#; and the 
Latter, when They came flew the Latter. The Homines ex Tribubus, & 
Populis & Linguis & Gentibus, are their Friends, Cognati in Rehigione. 
Men of the ſame rmed Religion, and of the ſame Nation: . But the 
Fucole Terre are their Enemies and Foreigners, - who rejoice at their 
Death, being of a Differing Perſuaſion, and whom theſe Witneſſes 
tormented. In ſhort, the Firſt are Proteſtants, the Latter Papiſts,. and 
had not their Friends flain them, there had been no due Conformity be- 
twixt the Circumſtances of the Death of the Head, and the Body. 


VI. Sixthly, The True Reaſons Why they arg Overcome, and Why in 
Particular by a War, are as follows : But; Fir 1 muſt acquaint the 
World of a particular Thing they. have taken little Notice of, which 
yet gives extraordinary Light to this great Myſtery, and that is this, 
That This War is, and mult of Neceſlity be an Inteſtine War : For, How 
can it be otherwiſe ? Since their Friends.-and Countrymen, Men of the 
ſame Religion and Natiog muſt flay them. This has: been ſufficiently 
proved above, and cannot. be: denied, I hope therefore they will not 
ſay, that is a Foreign War made in the fame Nation, by Citizen and 
Countrymen amongſt. themſclvee,. and-it can be ao other; for the Frue- 
cule Terre, who are Foreigners, are only Spectators, :not Afors in the 
Affair, - But there is another Greae Reaſon, little inferior to'this, which 
fully cleaches the ' Matter, and-miakes .it impoſſible- it ſhould be other 
than a Civil War, and that is this, The Wirneſſes (in Conformity tothe 
Head) are te. riſe | ent ey. are ltr. Now, had-it been'a Foreign 
Enemy; or Men of another -that had ſlain them; they had »ever 
riſen. 'again, but Charch: and State had-both fallen into the bottomleſs 
it, and been utterly deſtroyed. Theſe Things are very plain. - But to 
return to.the Reaſans, Why, &c. conſidering War therefore neither - as 
Gps Foreign, but indefinitely, and abſtraded1y 1 fay'not only: a 
a War, but i&ery theredy; are Ciroumſtatices. little leſs neveflary than 
their Death, it ſelf: For knce the QId Conſtitution both-of Church and 
State were.wholly to be difſaived, nothing. lefs 'than a: Har.could' do 
Thi, and doge it ought to.be, otherwiſe the Old Diſpenſation could 
have.nq trug antproper Period ; ſome Alteration or a Weakening of it 
wauld nat anſwer; nothing but Death could ſerve: the Turn, that is, a 
Total Diſſotutjon.  A:Seizute by Conſpiracy would-not ſerve, nor could

a few Tumultuous Hands pull down the Building, —_— but a ge- 
neral Aſfult on all ſides could effecually do it ; and this did it indeed, 
aad levelPd al with the Ground. - But to come cloſer ; "The Conſtable 
and Watch with Clubs and''Staves may ſeize and overgower a-ſingle 
Perſon unarmed : But to pluck a King and High Prieſt from' their 
Throne, who are inveſted with Power and Force, nothing leſs than a 
Greater Force could do:this, that is, a War. And as to a full Victory 
or Conqueſt it was no leſs neceſſary in reſpe& of a due'Proceſs and Ar- 
raigament.. Stabbing or Aſſaſſination might- indeed procure' Death, 
but then This ſore of Death would have wanted the due and neceſſary 
Solemnity ; but. Chriſt was not Stabbed or Aſſaſſinated'(l ſpeak now 
in Relation to the Two Witneſſes) but pablickly Arraigned and Con- 
demned ; and the Copy ought to agree with the Original: So a com- 
pleat Victory over theny was neceſlary, that the due Solemnity of-Pro- 
ceſs and Arraignment might take Place. In ſhort, the' Progreſſion of 
the Climax is exceeding Regular, theWar and Yitory being highly a ne-- 
celſary to procure that Death, the wo## neceflary 7 them all.

They make no Diſtintion betwixt the Body and Head : "Tis certain, 
the common Maſs, as living they. have no Power, ſo their Death can 
repreſent the finiſhing of none ; I mean their Death ſingly and apart ; - 
yet in ConjunCtion with their Head the TWO, I own their Death , 
adds to the Efficacy and Solemnity, and that they ought to fall at the 
General Harveſt by the Angel's Sickle : Yet to compleat ſuch a ſolemn 
Period, and to make it Full and Authentick, nothing leſs than the So- 
lemn Death. of a King and an High Prieſt will do the Buſineſs. For 2»e/e 
being the Heads or chief Proprietors of Power, are the moſt fit and 
proper Perſons to undergo the Paſſive Solemnity of its Abrogation. 
NOW, ſach a Thing has happened amongſt s, viz. a King and an 
High Prieſt have been ſlain, after an unparalelFd and uncommon Man- 
ner, or rather after a moſt proper Manner, .they were ſlain in the 
Face of the Sun with the higheſt Solemnity, that all the World might 
take notice, that the Grand Period of the Old Diſpenſation was finiſhed. 
And not only in this Point, but in all other Circumſtances, as to Time, 
and Place, Proceſs, and Arraignment, their Death exactly agrees with 
the Text, and Counterpart. 1N THE WESTERN PART OF THE 
WORLD, THESE. TWO. WITNESSES, REPRESENT ATIES OF 
THE TRUE CHURCH, OR WHOLE PROTEST ANT BODY, IN 
THEIR OWN COUNTRY, BY THEIR OWN FRIENDS, AT THEIR 
OWN CHIEF CITY, WERE OVERCOME, BY' A WAR and SLAIN. 
God is True, and all the World are Lyars. He hath told us, : the 
End it -ſhall ſpeak and not Lye: Now here the Viſion ſpeaks, and who 
can contradict it ? This Truth deſerves to be writ in Capitals of Gold, 
ſince it aſſerts the Veracity of God, which fooliſh and vain Man has 
ſo long called in Queſtion. 1own there are ſeveral Perſuaſions, but 
no Matter by. what Names we are called. There are only Two 
Churches, a True and Falſe One, and I find the Holy Spirit takes no-
